Make Formal Complaint to 
Railway Board. 


A SHOWING IN DETAIL 
HOW BEING. PREPARED 


Prominent Real Estate Man 
Who Promoted Ansley Park 
Intends to Carry the Fight 
for Car Service to the State 
Board---Promises to Make 
Hot Fight. 


That Edwin P. Ansley, the weli- 
known real estate dealer and promoter, 
intends to make good his threat to 
go before the railroad commission in 
an effort to have the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company forced to build 
and operate trolley lines in Ansley 
Park was shown yesterday when -fre 
amnounced that he had employed coun- 
sel to handle the matter, and has al- 
ready begun the preparation of a for- 
mal complaint to be filed with the 


commission. 

When Mr. Ansley appeared before 
the commission Wednesday he was re- 
quested to put his complaint in writ- 
ing, and was told that the commission 
would then set a date for a hearing. 

Mr. Ansley declares that at that 
hearing he learned that actual facts 
and figures are what the commission 
wants and he says that he proposes to 
furnish these in full detail. He will 
have statements from experts and en- 
gineers and photographs to back up 
their assertions. Mr. Ansley holds 
that the company is bound to furnish 
service to residence districts even at a 
loss in return for the valuable privi- 
teges which it enjoys from the eity in 
the use of its main streets, and it will 
be on this line largely that he will 
make his fight. 

“Ansiey Talks of His Fight. 

Speaking of the testimony he gave 
at the hearing of complaints of crowd- 
ed cars during the rush hours, Mr. 
Ansley said: ; 

“As I told the railroad commission, 
I just happened to drop in at the hear- 
ing, Only to find that the matter before 
them was one in which I am and have 
been vitally interested. I told the com- 
mission, too, that Y would gladly se- 
cure counsel, and by means of eén- 
gineers, photographers and others, 
gather actua) facts, figures and sta*is- 
tics showing the actual conditions that 
now exist in Atlanta with respect to 
hér public utilities. 

“Aas the commission asked that I 
make this request in writing, I im- 
mediately secureg the advice of counsel 
and placed the matter in his. hands.” 

When asked for a statement as to 
what he intended to show, Mr. Ansley 
said: “I don't know that I can Say 
any thore than I stated at the time of 
the hearing. I told the commission 
that I represented a number of inter- 
ested property owners in North At- 
lanta, and that we wanted better trol- 
ley facilities, and believed that we 
were entitled to receive them. I stated 
then that no one had worked harder 
to bring this entire section into the 
new limits of Greater Atlanta than I 
had done. believing that while such 
action would mean a much higher 
rate of taxation, it would also entitle 
every property owner to all city con- 
veniences. 

“T further stated that some time ago 


I had presented a petition to the Geor- 
gia Rajiway and Electric Company, 


signed by some 200 of the best known 
property owners of North Atlanta, in- 
cluding officials and prominent mem- 
bers of the Piedmont Driving Club, 
asking that a loop be constructed

Champ Clark Says That on 
Some Items a Few Democrats 
Flew the Coop, but So Did 
Some Republicans --- Praises 
Democratic Whip. 


Washington, August 6.—In reply to 
what he terms “the misrepresentstions 
of democrats in the papers,’ Champ 
Clark, leader of the minority in the 
house of representatives, today gave 
out the following statement regarding 
the course of the democratic members 
of the house in connection with the 
consideration of the Payne tariff bill: 

“The old saying that habit is second 
nature, was never more strikingly il- 
lustrated than by the fact that many 
néwspapers—generally republican or 
near-republican—and more individuals, 
keep mouthing about the dissenstons 
among the house democrats and the 
perfect immunity among house repub-’ 
licans, notwithstanding the § truth 
known of all men who care to know 
that the house democrats came out of 
the tariff fight more thoroughly united 
on that question than they have been 
in a generation, and the republicans 
came out of it more shattered than 
ever before. 

No Truth in Charge. 

“Some papers, either through care- 
lessness or malice, have gone so far 
as to say that had .the democrats not 
been absent in large numbers until 
paired, we would have defeated the 
conference report on the tariff bill. 
There is not a syllable of truth in ft, 
and to so charge it either unadulter- 
ated malice or criminal negligence. 

“Now mark how plain a tale will put 
them down: Upon my motion last spring 
to recommit the Payne bill with in- 
structions, which instructions consti- 
tute a comprehensive democratic plat- 
form, so far as the tariff is concerned— 
all democrats voted for it except four. 
On the Payne bill itself, the republicans 
lost | vote and the democrats 4, a net 
loss to the democrats of 3—a more 
nearly unanimous democratic vote than 
has been cast on a tariff bill in a gen- 
eration. 

“True, that on some of *the items a 
few democrats flew the track, but so 
did more republicans. 

“Let’s examine into the comparative 
majority among democrats and repub- 
licans. ‘On Mr. Payne's motion to re- 
commit the conference report, all the 
democrats except one voted for it, and 
twenty republicans voted with us, s0 
that the republican machine was vic- 
torious by only §& majority, although 
they had a majarity of 45 in the house. 


ocrats and five republicans. Among the 
absentees four democrats were paired 
with four republicans, leaving two 
democrats and one republican absent 
without pairs. If the two democrats 
absent without pairs had-been present 
and had voted with us, we would. have 
been defeated by three votes. Had tne 
one democrat who voted with the re- 
publicans also voted with us, we would 
still have been defeated by one vote. 
On that vote to recommit the confer- 
ence report, the democrats ‘voted more 
solidiy than they ever voted on any 
tariff question since the close of the 
civil war, while the republicans were 
worse split up. 
House Machine Wins. 

“On the vote on the adoption of the 
eonference report, the house machine 
won by !2 majority only. There were 
absent six democrats and four repub- 
licans. As On the motion to recommit, 
four democrats were palfred with four 
republicans, and two democrats were 
absent without pairs, and two demo- 
crats voted with the republicans. If 
the two unpaired democrats had been 
present and voted with us, tRe machine 
majority would have been reduced to 
ten: and if the two democrats who 


‘be a wide swing 


voted with the republicans had also 
voted with us, the machine majority 
would have been reduced to six. That 
was a close call for thie machine but 


nothing could have been done to have! Taft, near Corpus Christi, 


turned their hardly-won victory into a 
defeat. 

“The reason that Chairman Payne 
moved to recommit was that he was 
fooled himself into the belief that we 
were going to offer a motion to re- 
commit with instructions, and he want- 
ed to head that off and bv an arrange- 
ment with the speaker, undertook to 
do so: but we had no idea of mdving to 
recommit with instructions, because 
the situation absolutely forbade it, 
for the republicans who voted with us 
in favor of the Payne motion simply 
to recommit would have voted with the 
republican machinists against our mo- 
sion to recommit with instructions— 
“which instructions would have been 
democratic propositions. Of course, Mr. 
Payne voted against his own motion 
to recommit. 

Fidelity of the Whip. 

“The full democratic attendance was 
largely due to the fidelity, vigilance 
and industry to the democratic whip, 
Hon. Thomas M. Bell, and to his two 
assistants, Hon. John Garner and Hon.

proximately 13,000 Miles. 
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Washington, August 6.—Off for his 
summer home at Beverly, Mass., Presi- 
dent Taft left Washington at 5:35 
o'clock this afternoon. 
the private car “Olympia” attached to 
the regular federal express over the 
Pennsylvania and New York, New Ha- 
ven and Hartford railroads. He will 
not return to Washington until the 
middle of November next. Remaining 
at Beverly with his family until Sep- 
tember 16, he will start west that day 
on a tour that will embrace all but 
eight or ten of the states of the union 
and both of the territories in the far 
far southwest. 

Scores of senators, representatives 
and government officials called at the 
white house today to say a brief word 
of goodby to the president. So great 
was the crush that the usual Friday 
cabinet meeting was delayed more than 
an hour. 

Will Visit Beverly, 

Various members of the cabinet will 
visit Beverly during the summer. The 
president also expects to have several 
of the cabinet officers with,him at 
different times during his long journey 
through the west and south. 

Secretary of War Dickinson, for in- 
stance, probably will be with the presi- 
dent during practically all of the 
southern end of the tour. 

The president was accompanied to 
Beverly by Secretary Fred W. Car- 
penter, Assistant Secretary Rudolph 
Forster and Captain Archibald Butt, 
his military aide. 

' Edward W. Smithers, chief of the 
white house telegraph service, and a 
force of executive office clerks also 
will be taken to Beverty. 

The President's Itinerary. 

Before his departure the presi- 
dent made public’ a tentative 
outline of his trip through the 
west and south this fall. lt will 
around prdctically 
the entire United States, embracing a 
journey approximating 13,000 miles— 
as long as the cruise of the battleship 
fleet from Hampton Roads, through 
the Straits of Magellan to San Fran- 
cisco bay. The trip will be one of the 
most notable ever made by a presi- 
dent. It will be as diverse as could 
well be imagined, and no “Seeing-a!l- 
America”: tour cou be devised to em- 
brace as many points of interest in so 
brief a space of time as President Taft 
will give to his jaunt to the Pacific 
coast and back through the great 
States of the south. 

The president, accompanied by Sac- 
retary Fred W. Carpenter, Captain 
Archibald W. Butt. his military aide, 
several white house attaches and per- 
haps a guest of two for various parts 
of the trip, will travel in a private 
car, attached for the greater part of 
the time to regular trains, but run- 
ning ‘special’ every now and then to 
fill in engagements at the smaller 


towns aiong the route and in the more, 


remote sections where trains are few 
and far between. 
Will Traverse Royal Gorge. 

During his tour the president will 
traverse the royal gorge of the Rocky 
mountains, will Wisit the Alaska- 
Yukon exposition at Seattle, will spend 
three days in the famed Yosemite val- 
ley, will stop off at the grand canyon 
of the Colorado and follow the trail 
down into the depths of that giant 
abyss, will greet the president of Mex- 
ico on the International bridge over 
the Rio Grande at El Paso on October 
16, will take a four day’s sail down 
the Mississippi river, from St. Louis 
to New Orleans, with various stops en 
route, and will spend four days on 
the ranch of his brother, Charles P. 
Texas. 

Starting from the rugged shores 
of the north coast of Massachusetts, 
the presiient goes direct west from 
Beverly. He will motor into Boston the 
morning’ of September 15—his fifty- 
second birthday—and there board the 
car which practically will be a roving 
white house for two months. The 
president has accepte@ practically al) 
the invitations that could be crowded 
into the sixty days set aside for the 
trip, and his acceptance book is closed. 
There naturally will be many five and 
ten minutes stops not included in the 
regular itinerary, and many brief little 
car-end speeches, but the tour as now 
announced its to all 
poses complete. 

The president's first stop will be at 
Chicago, where he arrives shortly be- 
forenoon on the Morning of Septem- 
ber 16, amd spends tne afternoon and 
evening, leaving at 3 a. m. , Friday, 
September 17, for Madison, Wis. where 
he will spend the entire forenoon of 
that day, leaving Madison at midday 
for -Winona, Minn., with a brief stop 
at Portage, Wis., en routé. After 
spending Friday night at Winona the 
president will reach Minneapolis early 
the morning fof Saturday, Sep- 
tember 18, The president § will 
spend all of Saturday and Sunday 
in minneapolis, leaving Sunday night 
at 8 p. m., in order to reach Des 
Motnes, }owa, the morning of Septem- 
ber 20.'

GIVES OUT. TRIP 


Architect Haralson Bleckley has re« 
duced to a pen+and-ink sketch hfs 
dream of a “Civic Center,” whereby it 
is proposed to utilize and beautify that 
space from Madison -avenue to the 
Washington street viaduct over the 
tracks leading from the 
Terminal station, beyond the Union 
depot to the Washington street viaduct. 
If this were done, the Terminal) station, 
the heart of Atlanta and the state cap- 
itol would be united by a wonderful 
boulevard. Through the courtesy of 
“Progress,” published by Walter C. 
Cooper, of the Atlanta Chamber o& 
Commerce, The Constitution reppoduces 
this creation, with the comment from 
“Progress” as follows: 

“His plan is to cover the railroads 
with a boulevard supported by a steel 


railroad 


structure on a level with the viaducts, 
and reaching from Madison avenue to 
Washington street, with a width of 100 
to 300 feet. Madison avenue and the 
boulevard would connect the Atlanta 
Terminal station with the Washington 
street viaduct, the capitol and audi- 
torium. It is intended to have recesses 
in the structure filled with earth and 
planted with trees. In-the course of 
time architecture on the sides would 
harmonize with the general plan of 
the civic cerster, and the calculation is 
that this broad and beautiful plaisance 
would become a fashionable prome- 
nade. thronged by streams of people. 
Property fronting the boulevard would 
be valuable for retail stores, and it 
has ‘been suggested that a great office 


building, surmounting a terminal sta- 
tion on the site of the old carshed, 


would furnish as much office room and 
bring as much rent at all nine of the 
existing office buildings. 
that the plan might be made feasible 
by a cooperative scheme, by which the 
owners of property fronting the rail- 
road would join with a corporation 
which might undertake to erect the 
office building under an agreement 
with the state which would allow it 
to recoup its expenditure by receiving 
the,rentals for a term of years. No 
effert has been made to organize such 
a corporation, and the scheme so far 
is nothing more than an idea, but one 
that fllustrates brilliantly the posajbil- 
ities of civic improvement in Atlanta. 
Mr. Bleckley is very confident that this 
plan, although very costly, will eventu-

Before proceeding with her ex- 
amination, Major Leonard offéred for 
identification, and to be read in evi- 
dence, several letters which he said 
Mrs. Sutton had written containing 
serious and delicate charges against 
the young officers of the marine corps 
who appeared as defendants. 

To Enlighten the Court. 

“The Uniteg States has been put to 
a large expense in bringing witnesses 
here from all parts of the world,” said 
Major Leonard, “and it becomes my 
painful duty to offer these letters in 
evidence in order to enlighten this 
court as fully as possible on all mat- 
ters pertaining to this inquiry.” 

Henry E. Davis, counsel for Mrs. 
Sutton, made strenuous objection on 
the ground that Mrs. Sutton was not 
present to make .an accusation, and 
that the letters in question were irrel- 
evant, and of a personal and incofhpe- 
tent nature as evidence. 3 

“It is inconceivable that the judge 
advocate shoulg attempt to force Mrs. 
Sutton into such a position before this 
board of inquiry,” said Mr. Davis. 
“These letters are not offered 
ssist this court. in finding out how. 
Tfeutenant Sutton met his death. They 
have nothing to do with the present. 

“That these letters containing, per- 
haps, the extravagant statements of a 
mother with.a stricken heart over the 
death of her son ghould be read before 
a curious world is, indeed, unique and 
crue!l.”’ 

Mrs. Suttonibroke down anq buried 
her face in her handkerchief during 
Mr. Davis’ remarks. ‘ 

Major Leonard declared. that Mr. 
Davis had misconstrued the judge ad- f

ON ADVICE OF JUDGE HART

Will 
General Before Taking Any 
Step Toward Filling Office 
on the Railroad Commission.

Chairman S. G. MeLendon, of the 
railroad commission, following his re« 
moval from office by majority vote of 
both houses of the legislature, has 
made demand upon State Treasurer Ji 
Pope Brown for his salary from the 
date of his suspension by Governor 


Smith up to date. 

The state treasurer, of course, Ge- 
clined to pay the salary claimed, ané it 
fs reported made reply that he would . 
pay it only upon the advice of a 
General John C. Hart. 

It is generally understoed that this 
step was taken with a view to in- 
stitulting neandamus proceedings in 
the state courts seeking to compel the 
payment of the salary by the state 
treasury, and through this litigation 
to establish in the courts the question 
as to whether or not removal by the 
legislature was legal and constitu- 
tional. 

It is understood that Chairman Mc- 
Lendon has retained attorneys ard that 
the litigation will take the direction 
indicated. 

Governor Will Consult Hart. 

Governor Brown will not take any. — 
action in the matter of the vacancy -— 
on the railroad commission, it 4s stated, 
for several days to come.

It is understood the governor has a 
number of tentative applications for 
the position which he has had for some 
time, and it is expected more applica- 
tions of a positive nature will renee 
him from now on.

from $42,500 to $60,000 for each of the 
two years. 

The senate committee did not 
duce any of the appropriations in

bill as passed by the house, leaving the 


common school appropriation at $2,250,- | 


000 for 1910 and at $2,500,000 for 1911. 
A number of officials and represen- 
tatives of the institutions of higher 
learning appeared before the commit- 
tee when it met at 8 o'clock and urged 
that their appropriations be put back 
at the original figure as recommended 
by the house committee and before 
they were cut-down by the house. 
Increases for Schools. 

Besides that for the school for the 
deaf the following increases were made 
by the committee: 

University of Georgia maintenance, 
increased from $32,500 to $37,500. 


Georgia School of Technology 
creased from $60,000 to $70,000, 

State Normal school at Athens, 
creased from $30,000. to $42,000. 

State College of Agniculture at 
Athens, increased from $50,000 to $60,- 
000.

Washington, August 6.—Professor 
Henry, of the weather bureau, in a 
bulletin just issued, entitled “Cheap 
Protection from Likhtning”’ . declares 
that more attention should be given 
the subject, as 800 people are killed, 
twice as many injured and an immense 
amount of property destroyed by 
lightning every year. . 

Professor Henry shows how light- 
ning rods, that are “inexpensive, yet 
effective,” may be put up “by anybody. 
The following is his list of necessary 
materials: | , 

Enough galvanized iron telegraph 
wire to serve for the rod, a pound of 
galvanized iron staples to hold the wire 
in place, a few connecting tees and a 
pound of aluminum paint. 

“While iron is not so good a conduc- 
tor as copper,’ says the professor, “it 
is less likely to cause dangerous side 
flashes and it also dissipates the ener- 
ay of the lightning flash more effec- 
tively than does the copper.”

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WILL DELAY ISSUE 


Ur PANAMA BONDS 


Will Ask Congress First 
to Change Circula- 
tion Tax. 


Washington, August 6.—None of the 
new Panama bonds authorized by con- 
gress at the session just closed wil! be 
issued before congress meets again, 
and has had an opportunity to change 
the existing circulation tax, An- 
nouncement to this effect was -made 
in a statement issued by Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeagh late today. 

The reasons for withholding the 
new issue are set forth by Secretary 
MacVeagh as follows: 

“Under existing law the tax on cir- 
culation secured by 3 per cent bonds 
is 1 per cent, 
the tax on circulation secured by 2 
per cent bonds. The circulation pro- 
visions of the new bonds wouid there- 
fore be superior to those of the 2 per 
cent bonds and would produce a dis- 
crimination against the latter. The 
secretary feels that it is a duty of the 
government to see'that the 2 per cent 
bonds have the protection of a parity. 
The conference committee concluded 
not to readjust the circulation taxes 
at this time. The treasury depart- 
will, therefore, sell only 3 per 
cent certificates with a term limited to 
one year, if it shall become necessary 
before congress meets to replenish the 
treasury’s cash.”

INDIAN LAND SUITS 
SETTLED BY COURT 


Federal Judge Campbell Holds 
Titles Held by Defend- 
ants Are Good. 


Muskogee, Okla., August 6.—Federal 
Judge Ralph E. Campbell this after- 
noon sustained the demurrers of de- 
fendants in 30,000 Indian land aliena- 
tion suits brought by the government. 
The actions by the government were 
ordered dismissed. The court held that 
the titles obtained from the Indians 
before the act removing restrictions 
went into effect are good. 

The alienation sults were brought by 
the government in the interest of the 
members of the Five Civilized Tribes. 

It is estimated that about tw6 mil- 
lion acres of land were involved in 
the suits, which had been pending for 
more than a year against grantees in 
conveyances involving restricted lands 
in the old Indian Tefritory section of 
Oklahoma. 

The. defendants in the suits who 
claimed title to the land by réason of 
purchase from the Indians are scatter- 
ed throughout the United States, and 
gome reside in Scotland and Mexico. 

United States Senator Robert I. 
Owen was a defendant in 150 ‘cases, 
and Chief Justice Williams, of the su- 
preme court of this state, was also a 
defendant.

LORD KITCHENER 


Becomes Inspector Gen-' 
eral of Mediterranean 
Forces.

August 6.—Lord Kitchener, 
commander of British forces in India, 
has been appointed to succeed the 
Duke of Connaught asinspector general 
of the Mediterranean forces, which post 
the duke recently resigned on the 
ground ofthe “ineffective nature of 
the “work and the useless expense to 
the nation involved therein.” 

Lord Kitchener will take the rank of' 
fjeld marshal, and also becomes a mem- 
ber ofcimperial defense. The inspector 
general has command of the garrisons 
at Malta and Gibraltar, and all the 
British troops in Egypt, the Soudan 
and Cyprus. - 

The appointment of Lord Kitchener is 
coincident with added importance be- 
ing attached tothe post. The ‘Duke of, 
Connaught, in an official announce- 
ment, says: 

“In vie wof new developments in the 
organization, the Mediterranean com- 
mand assumes increased importance, 
and will be taken up by Lord Kitch- 
ener with the object of. giving it its 
proper place in the scheme of imperial 
defense.”’ 

It is understood that, as a result of 
imperial defense organization, 
which ig now sitting, it is intended to 
coordinate all the military forces of 
the empire and place Lord Kitchener 
at the head of an organigation having 
the imperial army for its special care. 
As a preparation for this work, for 
which he has gained valuable experi- 
ence,.in India, on vacating the Indian 
command in Setpember, Lord Kitch- 
ener will go to Japan to represent 
Great Britain at the Japanese grand 
maneuvers in November, and after- 
wards make a tour of Canada, Austral- 
ia and New Zealand, to study the mi..-} 
tary organizations and consult with 
the colonial governments concerning 
them. 

Lord Kitchener, who ts just past 59 
years of age, is the youngest field 
marshal in the history of Great Britain. ‘ 
Lord Roberts was 60 ye:.: old when he 
Was raised to the rank, and Lord 
Wolseley 62.

With President Taft apologizing in advance for an alleged downward 
revision of the tariff that is not downward revision at all, the country-at- 
large can expect jittle permanent or material relief from the bill that now 
becomes a law. 

We are not so partisan as to hold that the president is responsible for 
the measure that is ‘‘not a strict compliance with pro-.ises made.’’ Thera 
are indications that he has gone the lengths of threatening the disruption 
of his party to secure at least a partial redemption of the pledges offered 
ir the Chicago platform. 

But there can be no question that the republican party, as an organiza- 
tion, will find its future hold on the public confidence seriously menaced by 
this confirmatory display of bad faith. 

Between the Scylla and Charybdis of the masses of consumers and the 
\clamor of predatory interests, it has steered its customary course in a de- 
cided trend toward the latter. 

This ‘s not to say that the bill, as a whole, is unmitigaiedly bad. In 
certain respects it is an improvement over the Dingley measure. But viewed 
by, and largely gauged: by, the acid test of its application to the cost of 
living and the relief it extends to the wage-earner and tie salaried employee, 
the new law will be found to make a mockery of the fulsome promises upon 
which the republican party won power. 

The true revelations will come when, within the course of the next few 
weeks, the “jokers” and subterfuges are smoothed out in actual practice, 
and the law operates as Aldrich and the dominant stand-pat element in- 
tended from the first it should operate.

A etrangely familiar echo of the 
convict inquisition of last summer. 
when ‘the~legisiature was called in 
extra session by Governor Smith, rang 
through the house of representative:

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THREE NEW CREMATORIES 
NEEDED, SAYS COMMITEE 


Includeti in the $2,500,000 for whick 
the city hopes to issue bo-ds will be 
included $100,002 with whioh three new 
crematories will be erected, a commit- 
tee appointed by the bond commission 
io look into the needs of the sanitary 
department yesterday recommended 
that thie amourt be set aside for this 
purpose, and it is believed that neither 
the commission or the people will in- 
terpose any serious objection. That 
the crematories are badly needed was 
conclusively shown by the statements 
of a number of citizens who appeared 
before the committee. 

Mayor Maddox, who has been look- 
ing into the needs of the sanitary de- 
partment lately, stated that in his’ 
opinion the city cannot afford longer 
to allow present conditi6ns to exist. It 
was shown that a vast amount of time 
is being wasted by the wagons of the 
sanitary department in taking loads 
from remote sections of the city to the 


“dumping ground where the garbage is 


now being thrown. It was also called 
to the committee's attention that it is 
only a question of a very short time 
until another dumping ground must be 
secured, and this, it is said, will in ali 
probability be even more inconve- 
niently locgted than is the present one. 

By the judicious distribution of 


three additional crematories, it was 
shown that the wagon force now em- 
ployed in hauling garbage alone could 
be considerably cut down, and this 
without impairing the work done inthe 
least. 

The question as to what will 
done with the ashes coming from the 
crematories was raised. Dr. Kennedy, 
of the sanitary department, stated 
that one of the local guano factories 
have agreed to use these ashes in their 
fertilizers, using them as fillers instead 
of the dirt which is now being brought 
from south Georgia for this purpose. 
It is estimated that this disposal of 


(the ashes from the present crematory 


alone will save the city several thou- 
sand dollars annually. It was the sense 
of the committee that in case this 
disposition of the ashes cannot be 
made that the new crematories, which 
are to be located outside the city lim- 
its, should be located on broken pieces 
of ground, so that the gullies and 
holes may be filled without having to 
haul the ashes to such a considerable 
distance as is now necessary. 

The question of cost was taken up, 
and it was decided that the three new 
crematories, together with site for 
them, ought to be secured for $100,000 
and a recommendation that this amount 
be set aside will be inmeorporated in 
the committee's report.

For Agricultural Schools. 

On the quest of Mr, McMichael, of 
Marion, there was placed upon the 
calendar the bill to appropriate money 
to the district agricultural and _ in- 
dustrial schools, introduced by Messrs 
Anderson, of Chatham, and Brown, of 
Carroll. i 

This bill makes a direct appropria- 
tion of $2,000, or as much thereof as 
may be necessary to bring the state 
contribution to each of the eleven 
schools up to $10,000 annually, where 
the proceeds from the fertilizer tax do 
not equal this amount. 

An amendment by Mr. Alexander, of 
Fulton, to give to contractors anc 
builders who had been employed on 
any of the district schools the right 
to sue the trustees for money due on 
their contracts was. billed. 

Captain Ben Milliken, of Wayne, in 
an earnest speech in support of the ap- 


} propriation, told of the good work that 


is being done by these schools in edu- 
cating the boys and girls of Georgia. 

During the debate it was brought 
out that many notes given by citizens 
to provide the original endowment 
fund for these schools had not been 
paid. Mr. Sheppard, of Sumter, 
charged that $27.000 was still due the 
Tenth Distyict school. In reply Mr 
Lewis, of Hancock, said all the money 
would be paid, as e notes were 
usually well secured and their makers 
were liable on them anyhow, He said 
many of them had not yet fallen due. 

In. explaining his vote, Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb, said the manner in which the 
house was making appropriations for 
the agricultural schools was illegal 
and unconstitutional, as was the 
measure creating them; that they were 
humbugs and had not educated boys 
and giris for the farm as it was prom- 
ised they would. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Morgan, read the 
section of the law directing the gover- 
nor to cause the district schools to be 
maintained. 

The bill was adopted by a vote of 129

Resolution to Ratify Proposed. 
Amendment to the Federal 
Constitution May Be Taken |- 
Up as Special Order Monday.

It was a choppy, cut-up session the 
senate held yesterday, dealing in a li*- 
tle bi, of everything. Several general 
bills of\minor importance and a num- 
ber of local bills were passed. 

One of the most interesting meas- 
ures put through was the bill of Sen- 
ator McCurry, which makes it a mis- 
demeanor to fleece a boarding house 
keeper or a hotel proprietor. Opposi- 
tion on the’ groung that the bill per- 
mitted imprisonment for-debt did not 
interfere with its passage. 

The income tax amendment bobbed 
up again, but wag tabled because the 
opposition senators were not in a mood 
to discuss it. Request has been pre- 
ferred that it be made the special or- 
der for Monday. 

The senate passed | bills to require 
that all of the gtate’s printing be given 
to the public printer chosen according 
to law; repealing the bill permitting 
cities and towns divided by county 
lines to vote ag to which county they 
will go 
machinery 
disputes. 

Te Cut Down Speeches. 

When the senate met, Senator Day 
introduced a resolution. limiting al! 
speeches during the remainder of the 
session to ten minutes. It was fre- 
ferred to the committee on rules. 

The senate took up and passed a bill 
by Senator Slater to amend section 936 
of the code so as to provide that, in 
in cases where arbitrators upon con- 
tested tax returns in any county fail 
to Agree upon an umpire within thirty 
days, then the ordinary of the county 
shall appoint two arbitrators to act 
with the arbitrator representing the 
property owner. The bill amends the 
law so as to make it the same as that 
applicable to the tax returns of cor- 
porations. There was no opposition to 
the measure. 

Trial for Accused Officials. 

Senator Sellers, of the third, intro- 
duced a bill to amend paragraph 3 of 
section 1, article |, of the constitution 
so as to make it unlawful for any 
official of the state to be removed from 
office without a legal and a judicial 
trial. The bill is the outcome of the 
McLendon case. 

Senator Gordy 
a bill providing that county commis- 
sioners shall select as depositories for 
county funds such banks as offer to 
pay upon such deposits the highest 
rate of interest. 

The Public Printing. 

The senate passed a bill by Senator 
Burwell amending the law relative to 
the state’s public printing, so as to re- 


for the settlement of tax 


quire that all the public printing be let | 


to the public printer who offers to do 
the work at the lowest price. 

The object of the bill is to prevent 
certain state departments from ietting 
their printing independently and to 
other printers, as has been their cus- 
tom. Under this measure all state de- 
partments will have to get their work 
done by the regular public printer. It 
ts claimed this will result in an an- 
nual saving to the state of $6,000 to 
$7,000. The measure does not apply 
to the supreme court and the court of 
appeals, but includes all other depart- 
ments of the state. 

To Protect Boarding Houses. 

The senate passed, by a vote of 27 
the bill by Senator McCurry to 
make it a misdemeanor for: any per- 
son to fraudulently obtain board or 
jodging or both from any hotel, board- 
ing house’ or restaurant without pay- 
ing for same. The giving of a worth- 
less check or draft is made prima 
facie evidence of fraudulent intent. 
Senator Harrell opposed the bill on the 
ground that it was violative of the 
constitutional provi3ion prohibiting 
imprisonment for debt. Senators Mc- 
Curry, Griffith and others made earn- 
est and eloquent appeals in behalf of 
the boarding house keepers of the 
state, declaring they should be pro- 
tected against a class of swindlers 
and dead beats who are continually 
fleecing them. 

County Lises Through Towns. 

The senate passed the house bill by 
Mr. Field, of DeKalb, to repeal the 
act of 1906 which gave the people of 
any city or town lying in two or 
more counties,-the right td vote as to 
which’ county should take in the _en- 
tire city or town. Senator Perry op- 
paged the bill, as there was a town in 
his district which wanted to take ad- 
vantage ofthe provisions of the law. 
The senate passed the repealing bill, 
however, by a vote of 27 to 6, and it 
now goes to the governor for nip sig- 
nature.

ome reports that with the news of 
the passage of the Carmichael bill near 
beer saloons and clubs wherein liquors 
have been dispensed to members under 
their locker system were dismantied 
and ténight the state is perhaps as 
dry as it will ever be. 

In Montgomery even the best class 
of social clubs have been closed and 
early in the afternoon the near beer 
mer began the removal of al! drink- 
abhi 4 from their places in anticipation 
of the signing of the Carmichael bill 
by the governor this afternoon. With 
considerable wariness, a few of the sa- 
loons are disposing of occasional bot- 
tles of the amber fluid of thé “near” 
kind, but even those of the quenchless 
thirst are extremely cautious in  at- 
tempting to secure drinkables lest 
they, too, be caught by some one of 
the numerous sections of the drastic 
new measure. 

Governor Comer will probably not 
sign the Carmichael bill unfil Monday 
afternoon. Both houses adjourned to- 
day until Monday. 

Sad News for Mobile. 

Mobile, Ala., August 6.—The news of 
the passage of the Carmichael state- 
wide prohibition bill at Montgomery 
today caused general depression 
throughout the business district of this 
city. The passage of the measure 
means probably more to Mobile than 
any city in the state. Two immense 
breweries which have been manufac- 
turing near beer since prohibition be- 
came effective. and employing about 
200 men each, will, it is said, be closed. 
The several social clubs—two of which 
have been in existence for more than 
fifty vears—will be as a sealed book so 
far as the lockers are concerned.

taxed, the finance committee of the 
senate yesterday concluded its work 
on the general tax act, and will report 
it to the senate this morning at 9 
o'clock for third reading and, passage. 

The hardest fight in the committee 
room came on the near beer section as 
adopted by the house, this” being: the 
only section with which the commiltes 
dealt behind closed doors and it was 
finally adopted by a vote of 7 to &., 
Two members of the commitioe did 
not vote either way. 

Domestic Wines Cut Out, 

The seven members of the commit- 
tee who voted to retain the restrictive 
near beer tax section in the bill went 
even further than did the house, for 
they struck out the paragraph in this 
section, inserted by the house, permit- 
ting farmers’ wives and other* house- 
keepers to manufacture domestic wines 
for their own use. 

Mr. Alexander of DeKalb appeared 
before the committee and spoke ear- 
nestliy for the adoption of the section, 
while Messrs. Anderson of Chatham 
and Reid of Campbell chairman of the 
house ways and means committee, the 
latter by invitation, spoke against it 
Purely on business and revenue 
grounds, 

It is predicted there will be a warm 
fight against the section on the floor of 
the senate when it is reached in the 
course of the consideration of the gen- 
eral tax bill. 

/Seda Fountain Sirups Chasged.

The 5 cents per gallon tax was 
stricken, and the committee also voted 
down an amendment proposed by Sen- 
ator Rutherford as a substitute, mak- 
ing the tax 2 per cent on the selling 
price of sirups. 

The section as finally adopted fixes 
the tax at $5 on all who do an annual 
business of $1,000 or less; at $7.80 be- 
tween that and $2,000: at $12.80 be- 
tween $2,000 and $5,000; at $17.50 for 
business up to $10,000; at $25 for busi- 
ness up to $15,000; at $50 for business 
up to $20,000, and so on until for an 
annual business of more than $900,000 
the tax is fixed at $2,000. It is said 
that the Coca-Cola Company is the 
only concern which will pay this latter 
tax, 

The Dog Tax Increased. 

The committee amended the dog tax 
So as to make a serious discrimination 
against female dogs. Under the com- 
mittee amendment, a tax of $1! must be 
paid on each male dog and a tax of $2 
On each female dog, 

This amendment was adopted despite 
the warning of Mr. Hall of Bibb, who 
had been before+the committee, and 
who remarked as_-he left the room:

Came for Information—Got Taxed. 

Two gentlemen apeared before the 
committee at the morning session who, 
when asked if they wanted to be heard, 
stated that they were ‘manufacturers 
of cider, and had only come:to ask if 
the Alexander amendment apnlied to 
them. 

They were informed that the Alexan- 
der amendment did not apply to them, 
but that the committee could accom- 
modate them if they were desirous of 
being taxed.

TABLED AFTER CONTES1||— 


A triple-header legislative session 

did not interest the members of the 
house of representatives nearly so 
much as would a double-header base- 
ball game. After being in session from 
9 o'clock yesterday mornirig, with in- 
termissions for meals, the house ad- 
journed at 9:50 o’clock last night, after 
having passed a number of bills. 
, The bill requiring diphtheria anti- 
toxin to be sent out by the state board 
of health, and Kept constantly on hand 
by county ordinaries throughout Geor- 
gia, for’ use in_ treating | charity 
diptheria patients, was passeq by an 
overwhelming vote. The bill was intro- 
duced by Dr. Hardman of Jackson and 
Gastley of Habersham. 

A bill by Dr. Hardman, appropriating 
$5,000 to permit the state board of 
health to continue its work in furnish- 
ing the Pasteur treatment in hydro- 
probia cases, was tabled on motion of 
the author. It was late when the 
measure came up; many members ‘ad 
left the chamber, and the author feared 
to risk its chances just then, when the 
slightest opposition to the measure 
would have meant its gefeat. 

Several local bills by Mr. Anderson 
of Chatham, affecting the city of Sa- 
vannah, were passed. They authorized 
a city having more than 54,000 and less 
than 76,000 population to cooperate 


with the county in which located in/ 


erecting a sanitarium for the trear- 
ment of tuberculosis. Also a bill toq-al- 
low any such city certain rights ifthe 
county in protecting its sanitary con- 
dition. Also a bill to permit any such 
system to regulate or discontinue its 
drainage system, to fix the right of 
way of drains, and to make valid any 
such action already taken. 

A bill by Mr. McMichael 
to legalize certain stock-law 
was also passed. | 

Among the other bills of general 
interest passed were: 

By Mr. Boyd of Spalding and Mr. 
Michael of Butts—To permit Griffin to 
use for park purposes the state en- 
campment ground. 

A second assistant state librarian, 
as provided for in a bill by Mr. Alex- 
ander of DeKalb. to receive a salary 
of $750 a year, was authorized by the 
house, when it approved the bill by a 
vote of 100 to 0. 

A bill providing for the exchange 
with other states of public records, 
and to supply state institutions with 
copies of the Revolutionary and Colo- 
nial Records, was passed.

Peacock of Pulaski, favorably reported 
by the committee on tanks and biénk- 
ing.

He said many citizens 
were being forced to leave Georgla 
and go across the river fHto South 
Carolina. 

Dr. Littleton opposed the measure 
and insisted that Augusta was pre- 
paring to gobble up this additional 
territory willy-nilly. In response to a 
question he admitted that four mem- 
bers of the city council and four ex- 
mayors of Augusta opposed the Dill. 
He said Summerville was one of the 
most healthful places in the county. 

Likening the proposition under dis- 
cussion to England's treatment of Ire- 
land, Mr. Butt, of Fannin, chairman 
of the corporations committee, which 
adversely reported the bill, opposed 
the measure on the ground that the big 
city had no right to use its superior 
voting strength to gobble up its little 
neighbors.

Anderson, of Chatham. Before the 
ota as to agreeing to the report of 
the committee killing the bill had been 
announced Mr. Pierce, of Richmond, 
moved that the house reconsider its 
action in ordering the previous ques- 
tion.

REVIEW OF -WEEK’S TRADE 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Busimess. 


New York, August 6.—Bradatreet’'s 
tomorrow will say that with the advent 
of August, the new tariff has become 
an accomplished fact, the leading 
crops are assuming more tangible form, 
with some tempering of earlier exu- 
berant estimates of yield:, high pre- 
miums on old supplies of farm prod- 
ducts are disappearing, and the usual 
fall buyers’ excursions are bringing, 
puchasers to leading markets. There 
is also noted this year what was ab- 
sent for two preceding years—a grow- 
ing scarcity of labor. With the enlarge- 
ment of the new movement, wheat sup- 
plies have begun toincease, and a re- 
newal of export buying is reported. 
This, coupled with enlarged movement 
of coal, lumber, iron and steed and 
general merchandise,-is giving the rail- 
roads more to do, and there is already 
talk of the disappearance of idie cars 
from the list. Building continues very 
active. That the general business sit- 
uation is essentially sound, is also evi- 
denced by the comparatively smtall 
number of business suspensions and the 
lightest monthly failure liapilities wil- 
nessed for three years past. On the 
other hand, there are some features of 
the trade and industrial situation not} 
as vet clearly defined. High raw ma- 
terial cost makes for caution in placing 
orders in some lines of cotton goods, 
and the advance in the prices of some 
lines of finished iron and steel is 
claimed to have discouraged some new 
business. As yet, thehigh costof wool 
and of the finished goods has not 
seemed to affect demand in that line, 
but hides are easier, claimed to ye 
due to tariff changes, and buying oO 
leather shows a lull pending a clearer 
view of possible effects thereof.
